tunately Mr. Wood's arc lamp is. not 
:he type of lamp that can be used on a 
post of this kind. To use Mr, Wood's 
arc lamp it was ihe 
understanding 


:hat it would be necessary to use a 
polo twenty to twenty-five feet high. 


According to electrical engineers it 


would require for the tungsten system 
per block ten posts, five on each side, 
•with arms carrying three to five lights 
each, .the .latter number being prefera- 
ble, making It fifty lighted globes to. a 
block. 
•

The other, arc system, 
called 
for 


fo.ur poles, two on each side, two lights 
to-a pole, making this plan only.eight 
lighted globes to a block'against fifty 
the other way.

The General Electric 


company's tungsten lamps are to be 
used,- ot which the Fort Wayne Elec- 
tric -works is a part. The posts for 
the tungsten lamp system are iron and 
can be made by the Western Gas Con- 
struction company, the Kerr Murray 
company or Bass foundry, or any other 
foundry in our city, whereas the pole 
for an arc lamp -would have to be steel 
as It is too small to -be made of cast 
iron, and there Is not any Industrs- in 
our city 'equipped to make'these, so 
you can.'readily'see that ' if'the 
arc 


lamp system was adopted the poles 
would have 'to be made by an out of 
town foundry and labor. 


"Now In regards to the retail mer- 


chants, our friend 
Mr. Moynihan "Is 


barking up the wrong" tree, as it is not 
the retail' merchants deciding this 
thing, it is'the .property owners and 
they are to pay for it.

SEWARD'S WAR CURE. 


(Kansas City Star.) 


The report from Mexico that a demonstration by the 


United States might unite the insurrectionists and the gov- 
ernment party against a common -foes, recalls that curious 
ncident of the civil tear when Secretary Setrard proposed 
:o Lincoln to deliberately provoke war with France and 
Spain in the expectation that the south would "join with 
.ho north in a common cause." 


Lincoln suppressed the memorandum, and it was not 


made public until a quarter of a century later. 
It was 


dated April 1, 1861, and was entitled, "Some Thoughts for 
the President's consideration." 
The document was extra- 


ordinary, both in its criticism of the president arid in its 
suggestions o£ policy. 


It began with the assertion that a month had passed 


since the inauguration and that the administration was 
still without a policy, foreign or domestic. Therefore, a 
radical change was urged. "We must change the question 
before the public," Sewarfl said, "from one upon slavery or 
about slavery, for a question upon union or disunion." To 
do this he proposed that, war be declared agaist France 
and Spain and that all the governments in vNorth arid 
South America be organized in a crusade to enforce the 
Monroe doctrine. 


This poiicy ones decided upon, must be carried out by 


someone without debate or discussion of any sort. 
"It 


s not in my especial province," the secretary added, "but 
I neither seek to evade or assume responsibility." 


The implication was that Lincoln was a failure as presi- 


dent, as had been demonstrated by a month's trial; that 
the country needed a radical change and that Seward was 
willing to displace Lincoln as chief executive. 


The proposal was so wild and its implications so offensive 


that the president might readily have felt that It made the 
position of his secretary of state untenable. A rupture in 
the cabinet, however, would have been most unfortunate 
at that time, particularly as it would have involved the 
man who had been the leading republican of the country up 
to Hie time oc the national convention. 


Whatever may have been Lincoln's personal feelings in 


the matter he made no sign of irritation. His reply' to 
Sewara was a calm summary of the situation, pointing- out 
that the administration was following a definite policy in 
which Seward had hitherto concurred. If a change of 
policy should seem advisable the president himself must, 
of course, carry it out. But there seemed to be no good 
reason for a change. 


So far as is known neither man ever referred to the sub- 


j»rt again, but a few weeks later the disillusion Seward 
wrote. "There is but one vote in the cabinet and that Is 
cast by the president."
